Budget can help save SSS 


Labor Consumer Advisor for Labor Journal

Some families who think they 
have a stystem of handling 
money actually do not have a 
truly effective plan. 

i wdaeel others shy away from 
budgeting becatse they think a 
budget is a kind of financial 
strait. jacket to keep them from 
Spending or make them con- 
form to other people’s notions 
of how they should spend their 
money. 

, Another fear is that a budget 
is time consuming to keep. 


None. of these tears is fact. 
The only workable kind of 
budget is one that you plan with 
your family, according to your 
family’s needs and goals, not one 
that follows somebody else’s 
pattern. 

The real fact is that few mod- 
erate income families can make 
financial progress without plan- 
ning how they will spend their 
money, and then keeping a rec- 
ord. to see how they do spend it, 
and making needed adjustments 
in the light of experience. 


ONE OF THE MOST important 
ways a budget or “spending 
plan” can help a family, in this 
writer’s opinion, is by setting 
aside each month money for ap- 
pliance and car repleements and 
repears, and medical care. 

This method will help save the 
finance charges that drain fam- 
ily income when you don’t have 
the cash to pay for the inevitable 
replacements and repairs. 

For example, with this article, 
we show a sample budget for a 
family of four with intome of 
$500 a month after income taxes. 

Notice that this budget sets 
aside certain amounts for car

expenses, furniture and repair, 
debt makers. 

The months you don’t actually 
use these allowances, they 
should go into savings accounts 
labeled for these svecific pur- 
poses. 

If you already owe debts, your 
own budget would have to pro- 
vide allowances for repaying 
these before you establish new 
allotments for these reserves. 


This particular budget is of- 
fered only as an example, and 
is not for imitating. We based 
these. figures in part on the 
“Modest but adequate” budget 
worked out by the U.S. Bureau 
of Labor Statistics. However, we 
made several adjustments. 


These consisted mainly of 
trimming the food allowance 
down to $120 a month to allow 
a little more for housing and for 
a savings fund. 

The food allowance of $120 
for a family with two young 
childred calls for careful meal | 
planning and close comparison 
shopping in this year of high | 
food costs. A family with older 
children might have to allow} 
more. 

Some families who bought 
houses recently or who have to! 
pay high rents in some cities 
might have to allow more for 
housing, even at the expense of 
the savings allowance, | 

If you have comprehensive 
health insurance paid for by an | 
employer, you may be able to 
trim the allowance we have} 
made for medical care. But you 
still may have to allow for den- 
tal care, medicines, eyeblasses | 
or many other items often not | 
covered by insurance.

U.S. says auto 


prices ‘lower’ 


Car makers gave more for 
your money on 1966 models—so 
far—than on last year’s models, 
according to the U.S. Bureau of 
Lobor Statistics. 


This is true even though in- 
troductory prices of the ’66 
models were generally above 
those for the previous year. 

The bureau’s Monthly Labor 
Review says the 1966 cars gen- 
erally include a number of items 
as standard equipment which 
cost extra in 1965, such as: 
padded dashboards, backup 
lights, rear seat belts, windshield 
washers and outside mirrors, 


These and other improvements 

are taken into. account in the 
bureau’s estfmate that car prices 
average seven-tenths of one per 
cent lower. 
_ In addition, dealer concessions 
from list prices were reported 
greater because of the reduction 
in the federal excise tax they 
pay from 10 to 7 per cent.

ANTIBIOTIC throat lozenges 
are on the way, out. 

The U.S. Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration has known for a 
number of years that they are 
dangerous because. some. persons 


.| react. to. them, 


The FDA has been threatening 
to crack down on them for years, 
too. But it did.nothing,until last 
week — shortly after President 
Johnson’s new FDA commis- 
siner, Dr. James L. Goddard took 
office. 

Although the Food and Drug 
Administration has made many 
strides forward, especially since 
the Kefauver drug hearings of a 
few years ago, we can really 
look forward to effective con- 
sumer protection now from this 
important agency. 


SEVENTY manufacturers were 
ordered by the FDA last week to 
halt production on hundreds of 
antibiotic-containing sore 
throat, cough and cold prepara- 
tions—chiefly lozenges. 

The FDA action covers all 
antibiotics listed in a pre-1962 
law. A similar ban on newer 
preparations is scheduled to take 
effect in 30 days. 

The FDA said up to 15 years’ 
experience and testing. have pro- 
duced no substantial evidence 
that the preparations are ef- 
fective for the conditions for 
which they were. advertised, or 
in many cases prescribed by 
doctors. 

In 1953 tests, more than half 
of 343 patients taking lozenges 
containing certain antibiotics 
had adverse reactions, including 
severe inflamation of the throat. 

Serious injuries and even 
deaths have been linked. with 


;some of the antibiotic-contain- 


ing preparations. 

In. 1959, a Beverly Hills. doctor 
wrote in the Journal ‘of the 
American Medical -Association 
that he alone had had “several 
hundred cases” in which inef- 
fectiveness of the lozenges had 
permitted severe infections to 
take hold. 

Four years later, the AMA 
Journal said in an editorial that 
use of such antibiotic-containing 
lozenges was “clearly violating 

. rational therapy.” 

At the same time, however, 
AMA lobbyists in Washington 
were holding out for “voluntary” 
action by doctors. The lobbyists 
didn’t want any laws or FDA 
crackdowns. They claimed “edu- 


|eation of physicians” would do 
Dis- 


the job. 

Of course, many doctors went 
right on prescribing the prep- 
arations which their journal had 
warned them against. 

And ine general public was 
free to buy an estimated $15 
worth of non-prescription, anti- 
biotic -containing cold and 
throat remedies annually, at its 
own risk—although most persons 
didn’t realize the hazards in- 
volved!

They also agreed to strengthen 
their hiring policy to guarantee 
fairness regardless of race, and 
to begin on-the-job training in 
bridge painting. 

Bridge officials had claimed 
that ‘Haugabook, although a 
journeyman Painter, lacked ex- 
perience in pairiting structural 
steel and high pressure sand 
blasting.

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When strike ends, |New workmen's compensation 
chief calls for higher benefits 


you're eligible for 
unemployment pay 


Lack of available work fol- 
lowing a strike doesn’t disquali- 
fy a worker from receiving un- 
employment insurance benefits 
—once the strike is over. 

So said the State Unemploy- 
ment Insurance Appeals Board 
in a ruling last week involving 
a strike by Butchers 508 and 526 
in San Francisco and Berkeley 
from April to July, 1965. 

John Stephens, an employee 
of the Manasse-Block Tanning 
Co., Berkeley, and Ernesto S. 
Herrera, who had been working 


|for the Lagallet Tanning Co., 
| San Francisco, joined Locals 508 


and 526 on strike April 21. The 
strike ended July 2, and most 
employees returned to work 
July 6. 

Stephens was not recalled un- 
til July 15, and Herrera until 
Aug. 27. They claimed jobless 
benefits from July 6 until they 
went back to work. 

EMPLOYER CLAIM 

The employers, however, con- 

tested their claims. They 


|charged that reactivation of 


their plants was a gradual proc- 
ess, and the fact that Stephens 


|}and Herrera were not recalled 
| for some time was due to the 


strike. 

But the appeals board said 
that “our Legislature did’ not 
intend the continuing conse- 
quences of a trade dispute to 
affect eligibility for unemploy- 
ment benefits once the trade 
dispute ceases to be in active 
progress.” 

Otherwise, the board said, the 
Legislature would have changed 
the Unemployment Insurance 
Code to this effect.

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In testimony before the As- 
sembly Interim Committee on 
Finance and Insurance, Thomas 
N. Saunders, administrative di- 
dector of the State Division of 
Industrial Accidents, called for 
improved workmen’s compensa- 
tion benefit levels in all cate- 
gories. 

“With the maximum weekly 
payment presently set at $70 for 
workers totally disabled from the 
immedate effects of on-the-job 
injuries, we are not meeting the 
constitutional mandate to ‘com- 
pensate’ all the injured work- 
ers,” Saunders told the legis- 
lators, meeting in San Diego. 

Saunders pointed out that be- 
cause of the $70 limitation, less 
than half the temporarily total- 
ly disabled workers are receiv- 
ing “full compensation,” which 
is defined by law as 61.75 per 
cent of earnings. 

“Our sense of fair play de- 
mands that the man accustomed 
to a weekly pay check of $150 
should receive compensation at 
the same rate as the man who 
earns only $75 a week,” Saunders 
said. “Under present benefit 
levels the latter would get the 
full 61.75 per cent, the former 
only 47 per cent of his regular 
pay.” 

Saunders urged that the legis- 
lators consider the recommen- 
dation of the Workmen’s Com- 
pensation Study Commission 
that the maximum rate of tem- 
porary disability indemnity be 
increased so that “at least 75 per 
cent of the injured workers” 
may enjoy replacement of 61.75 
per cent of their lost income 
with provision for the annual 
adjustment of this figure based 
on the statistics, now regularly 
gathered, concerning the earn- 
ings of injured workers.” 

In other recommendations 
Saunders noted that: 


@iIn California, an injured 
worker receives no compensation 
for the first seven days of tem- 
porary disability unless he is 
hospitalized overnight or unless 
his disability exceeds 49 days, in 
which case the first week is paid 
up. This 49-day period is the 
longest period of deferment for 
retroactive benefits in the 50 
States and California should 
shorten the deferment. 


@ Estimates given to the 
Workmen’s Compensation Study 
Commission indicate that the 
present death benefit makes up 
only one-fourth of the economic 
loss to a worker’s family, A bene- 
fit which replaces so little is 


prima facie inadequate. Cali« 
fornia should adopt a lifetime 
pension for widows and depends 
ent children under 18, plus an 
additional amount for the chile 
dren and a cash settlement for 
the widow on remarriage. 

@ The Legislature should pro< 
severe permanent disabilities, 
vide increased compensation for 
without increases for the less 
severly disabled, who, studies 
show, are adequately compen- 
sated under present standards. 

® California should look close« 
ly at the Ohio law, where the 
state provides compensation 
benefits to workers whose em- 
ployers fail to obtain insurance. 
In the absence of the required 
insurance or an uninsured em- 
ployer’s fund, too many Califor- 
nia workers are financially 
ruined from the effects of an 
injury if the uninsured employer 
is insolvent. 

Saunders warned that man« 
agement will raise the specter 
of the ‘chiseler” in its attempts 
to show that increased benefit 
levels are not needed. 

“We are not talking about the 
relatively few cases of question< 
able permanent disability,” 
Saunders said, “We are talking 
of tens of thousands of burned, 
bruised, broken and maimed 
workers who have families to 
support and payments to make 
and who just can’t swing it on 
$70 a week.”

head of the Assessor’s Depart- 
ment and indicated that he 
wished to. withdraw his resigna- 
tion. He was told the the matter 
would be investigated, and he 
was allowed to continue to work 
for almost two days before he 
was told that he would not be 
allowed to withdraw his resigna- 
tion. 

This brother. brought. the case 
te .the union, and, after -con- 
sultation with our union attor- 
ney, the union met with the 
administration staff to review 
the case. 

It was brought out at this 
meeting that since this brother 
had in fact been allowed to work 
‘almost two days after his hasty 
verbal resignation, his with- 
drawal had, in actual fact, been 
accepted. The union also pointed 
out that we had successfully won 
a court case on a similar action 
in the Albertine Sanders case. 

The brother is now back at 
work. 

Our union is currently pre- 
paring to seek an injunction 
against the Alameda County 
Juvenile Hall to stop requiring 
the employees. to report on each 
shift 10 minutes early without 
compensation for this time. This 
has been a long-term practice, 
and the administration has gone 
so far as to take disciplinary 
action against employees who 
were late during this 10 min- 
utes—even though it was their 
own time! 

We will also demand that the 
county pay all of those employ- 
ees who are members of our 
union for all of the time they 
have previously served -free. 'Be- 
fore we took this action, we did 
everything possible to negotiate 
with the administration to find 
an equitable solution; but all-of 
our proposals were rejected, and 
management had none to offer. 

Understaffing continues to'be 
a major problem in the-Nursing 
Department at the county hos- 
pitals. It has also.just been 
brought to the attention of ofr 
union that the X-ray Depart- 
ment has been using its students 
40 hours a week doing clerical 
filing because of their having 
insufficient clerks to do ‘this 
necessary work. 


This is a most deplorable prac- 
tice, as it is exploiting students 
and robbing several people of a 
job, Our union has called for an 
immediate stop to this unfair 
labor practice.

Five labor representatives have resigned from the Oakland 
Adult Minority Employment Committee. They chose resigna- 
tion only as a last resort after a long struggle with area officials 
of the State Department of Employment. 

At the root of the controversy is the Central Labor Coun- 
cil’s two-front fight to: 

e Make poverty programs in Alameda County meaningful 
by training unemployed and under-employed workers in oc- 
cupations where they can (A) find employment and (B) raise 
themselves above the poverty level. 

e Find effective solutions for the civil rights crisis that 
threatens Oakland by working with individuals and organiza- 
tions which (A) really represent minority groups and (B) 
offer real ways to meet their job, housing and educational needs. 

Other examples of this sincere effort by the Central Labor 
Council have been: 

e Its sponsorship of a Work Experience Project, for 
poverty-level youths with U.S. Office of Economic Opportu- 
nity funds, and 

e Its successful campaign to require the Oakland Skills 
Center to train unemployed workers only in occupations where 
there are present and expected future job openings in this area. 


In contrast with the Department of Employment’s heavy- 
handed emphasis on mass screening and training for menial 
jobs, the Central Labor Council will now seek broad community 
support from minority groups, labor and management for a 
truly meaningful job upgrading project. 

This project will, it is hoped, accomplish what the Oakland 
Adult Minority Project started out to do — but failed to do 
under the unimaginative grip of area officials of the State 
Department of Employment. 

It will be another positive step forward under responsible 
labor-civil rights leadership in making Alameda County a better 
place for all of its citizens.

Poverty & the minimum wage 


In a thought-provoking talk before nearly 40 Alameda 
County unionists Monday noon, Nat Weinberg, top economist 
for the United Auto Workers, listed three main types of pov- 
erty victims in our country:

e Those who are able to work but can’t find jobs. 

e Those who are working, but who earn less than $3,000 
a year — the working poor. 

The AFLCIO is officially on record as wanting a federal 
minimum wage of $2 an hour — or $4,160 a year on a full-time 
basis. First we were told of an AFLCIO-OKd compromise on 
a $1.75 minimum. Now we read of a reported agreement on 
$1.60, a moral hairbreadth above the poverty level. 

We think too much compromising is taking place. Let's 
fight for ‘what's right, and end a major share of poverty.

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NEGROES & LAB 


—A DIFFERENT VIEW 
Editor, Labor Journal: 


Although not far removed 
even yet, it can and must be 
candidly said that the Negro’s 
participation in his own equal 
opportunity struggles in the Bay 
Area was virtually nil, as it was 
scorned by the respectable- 
thinking Negroes while white 
students were courageously pio- 
neering it against the entire 
armed Alameda County constab- 
ulary. 


Thus, to the credit of white 
organized labor, it can be said 
without fear of contradiction 
that the Central Labor Council, 
especially on specific crucial oc- 
casions, has a better record than 
some “respectable” Negro civil 
rights groups. 

One of these groups even vol- 
unteered to play the “mediator 
role,” while professing being pre- 
occupied with other things which 
were far more important. Even 
the Oakland Tribune “inadvert- 
ently documented” this fact. 

However, the foregoing is only 
prefatory to the thing that is 
really “bugging me.” 

After studiously reading nine 
copies of the East Bay Labor 
Journal, I feel I am quite con- 
versant on the “bug in me.” So 
that, as a result, merged with my 
previous uninformed perspective 


of the whole situation, might | doctors or technicians, created | 
make my friends feel a sense of 


utter futility and frustration, es- 
pecially after my insistently self- 
proclaimed search for objectivity 
and divorcement from a blind 
black partisan view in confront- 
ing this “ticklish situation.” 

But in spite of all this euphe- 
mistic buneombe, I am partisan, 
wherever there is threatening 
dissension among the laboring 
people while the power struc- 
ture sidles by tod pick up the 
chips. 

Now for “the pitch and moral 
of the preceding palaver!” 

With exclamatory emphasis, I 
say “preceding palaver” because 
the East Bay Skills Center, in 
being nervously tailored to satis- 
fy white organized labor, is at 
best only a temporary blown-up 
illusion for affluent white labor. 
But for black unemployed labor 
in the North, the East Bay Skills 
Center is worse than anything 
that ever happened to the free 
Negro before the Civil War. 

Both before and after the Civil 
War, the Negro with his skills 
faced openly frank, outright re- 
jection. White labor from any 
part of the world, including the 
Irishman, found a market for 
his labor, even if he had to 
lynch the Negro in Philadelphia, 
Cincinnati, Delaware, New Jer- 
sey, Indiana and Illinois. 

The history of Irish immigra- 
tion into this country from 1829 
documents this fact better than 


. « We Run ’Em! 


I can briefly cite it here. Whole 
Negro communities fled to Can- 
ada from the “liberal” North. 
White abolitionists and free Ne- 
groes suffered alike, before Lin- 
coln’s body was good and cold, 
an additional fact at the root 
of our present misunderstanding 
and racial hatreds. 


So while friends and the im- 
migration quotas still favor an 
overflowing stream of Cauca- 
sians over blacks in entry into 
this country and employment, 
automation and the native-born 
black are here to stay, even if 
the black man must be more 
than uncivil in assuring you of 
his permanence. 

As for enough jobs for all, 
soon technology will have made 


what we call the working class | 


of any color totally unnecessary. 
So now organized (white) labor 
and the Negro community should 
get together for framing a 
structuring of society which will 
balance the overproduction ex- 
plosions in foods, goods and 
services with the population ex- 
plosions and the over-unemploy- 
ment Watts catastrophes, 

Some form of socialism or na- 
tionalization, I believe, will and 
must do this, by thinking from 
the interests of the bottom, and 
not from the top. All we want 
from the top is its IBM efficiency 
in organization of mechanical 
operations. Workers, whether 
they were engineers, scientists, 


this IBM efficiency. Actually the 
top is superfluous, since we, the 
workers, are self-sufficient and 
were goaded by the greed of the 
top in bringing about these fan- 
tastic creations.

URGE TALKS 


Two of Alameda County’s 
congressmen have joined 176 
other members of the House of 
Representatives in a statement 
stressing the need for continued 
efforts to launch negotiations 
to end the war in Vietnam. . 


The statement, presented by 
Congressman Jeffrey Cohelan 
(D.—T7th District) on behalf of 
the group, also urges that the 
conflict be kept “a limited war.” 

In addition to Cohelan, Con- 
gressman Don Edwards (D.— 
9th District) was among 15 Cali- 
fornia Democrats supporting 
the statement. 

It said: 

“Mr. Chairman, we will vote 
for this supplemental defense 
authorization. The support of 
the American and allied troops 
who are fighting in South Viet- 
nam requires it. 


“We agree with President 
Johnson’s statement that ‘we 
will strive to limit conflict, for 
we wish neither increased de- 
struction nor increased danger.’ 
We therefore reject any conten- 
tion that approval of this legisla- 
tion will constitute a mandate 
for unrestrained or indiscrimi- 
nate enlargement of the milli- 
tary effort, and we strongly sup- 
port continued efforts to initiate 
negotiations for a settlement of 
the conflict, 

“We, in particular, wish to ex- 
|press our concurrence with the 
President’s statement of last 
week in which he declared the 
Vietnamese conflict to be a lim- 
ited war for limited objectives 
calling for the exercise of ‘pru- 
dent firmness under careful 
control’.” 


The 15 out of 23 Democrats 
in California’s House delegation 
\who attached their names to the 
statement were: Congressmen 
|Ronald Brooks Cameron, James 
Corman, Kenneth Dyal, Richard 
Hanna, Augustus Hawkins, Chet 
‘Holifield, Harold Johnson, Cecil 
|\King, Robert Leggett, John Moss, 
Thomas Rees, Edward Roybal, 
Lionel Van Deerlin, Cohelan and 
Edwards. 

Both Cohelan and Edwards 
also issued their own statements 
;on the appropriation bill, in ad- 
|dition to the joint declaration. 


Desegregation 


The truth of the statement 
that statistics can be misleading 
is underscored by conflicting 
| views of public school desegre- 
gation this fall. Some observers 
point to the fact that approxi- 
mately 89 per cent of the school 
districts in the 17 Southern and 
border states have desegregated 
as proof that the Civil Rights 
Act of 1964 has spelled an end 
to the practice of “separate but 


ers decry the prospect that only 
about seven to eight per cent of 
the South’s Negroes are attend- 
ing integrated classes this year. 


The latest complete figures 
released by the U.S. Office of 
Education reveal that 4,491 out 
of 5,044 districts in the South 
have taken one of three pos- 
sible avenues of desegregation 
spelled out by the Department 
of Health, Education and Wel- 
fare. Civil Rights leaders protest 
that these figures are mislead- 
ing and that much remains to 
be done. 

An official of the Southern 
Regional Council said the re- 
sults of the 1964 act so far in- 
dicates “a massive spread of 
tokenism — hundreds of school 
districts are integrating just 
enough to keep getting federal 
funds.” — Allied Industrial 
Worker.
